NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We are pleased to obrerve that the important question of the relations of 
the Hebras to the community will soon be brought formally before the Couneil 
of the United Synagogue, by its President. Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild—with 
the usual interest evinced by the members of his family in the material and 
moral condition of the poor—has given notice of motion * to call attention (eitheT 
at the Council meeting on December 2nd, or as soon as possible thereafter) to 


the spiritual destitution existing among the Jewish poor of the metropolis.” 


The subject is a serious one and should be grappled with as becomes its gravity. 
Last week we dealt with it in detail, and we have not ceased for the last ten 
years directing attention to it. The members of the Council will be wise 
not to discuss the question in any narrow spirit. It is idle to ignore the danger 
that exists to the well-being of the community in having amongst us some ten 
thousand foreign Jews for whose spiritual welfare exist only the Hebras and 
their Magidim. They form a community within a community, and only apply 
to their English brethren when they need relief, or to marry, or to bury their 
dead. The munificent and thoughtful bequest of the late Baroness de Roths- 
child should render the supply of at least one suitable minister practicable, with- 
out unduly trenching upon the funds of the United Synagogue. 


Recent events in several parts of Roumania fully confirm our assertions that 
although the Hawking Law, which has rendered thousands of Jewish families 
utterly destitute, was, according to the letter of the Act, directed against all 
pedlars without distinction of creed or nationality, it was in reality levelled 


chiefly at the Jews. The application of the Law in many instances flatly con-. 


tradicts the plausible statements of the apologists for the conduct of the Ron- 
manian Government and Chambers in connection with this subject. Whilst even 
Jewish artizans, who have occasion to bring to the residences of their customers 
work with which they have been cntrusted, are denounced as hawkers, and pnn- 
ished with all the severity of which the new Act admits, Christian pe lars, native 
and foreign, are in many country districts permitted by the local authorities 
to ply their calling as though the Hawking Law were not in existence. A strik. 
ing example of the favouritism extended to Christians, which in this instance is 
the more significant because it has the sanction of one of the Ministers of the 
Crown, has just come under our notice. A deputation from the town of Tirgo- 
visti, headed by a lawyer, M. Demetropol, was received by the Minister Campie. 
nanu, for the purpose of pointing out to lim that the compulsory abolition of the 
hawking trade was ruinous both to the hawkers themselves and to the tradesmen 
and manufacturers with whom they dealt. As the result of the urgent repre. 
centations made to hin by the deputatioa, the Minister announced that he would 
permit them, and those for whom they spoke, to resuine thcir occupation, 
‘because they were Christians and not Jews. The’ incident is so ext aordinary 
that it deserves the attention of Baron Henry de ‘Worms, M.P., and might serve 
as a valuable arguinent in any further questions on the subject of the Hawking 


Law which he may address to the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 


The ostentatious difference which is made between Jews and Christians in” 


“Roumania ts not confined to the law or to the oflicial world. At Jassy an Indus- 
trial Exhibition has lately been held from which Jews were excluded as exhibitors, 
although payment fora certain amount of space was actually accepted from one 
Jewish firm, who have lately taken legal proceedings to recover the money. The 
promoters of the Exhibition have bitter reason to regret their intolerance, for the 


Exhibition, owing to the abscace of Jewish visitors and of articles made by 


Jews, Who are among the leading manufacturers and industrialists in the country, 
resulted in an utter fiisco. LRoumania possesses, too, an Association of Students, 
from which all non-Rourmanians are excluded. Notwithstanding this disqualifi- 
cation, the Association contains many members who have not souvht naturalisation 
as Roumanians ; but among these non-Roumanians there is not a single Jew. 
Yet many of the students have been wholly or partially educated and maintained 
by Jews, whom they bave requited for their generosity by the publication of ‘a 
scundalous anti Jewish pamphlet. But these occurrences are utterly insigniticant 
when compared with the result of a trial for murder at Berlad, the criminal being 


a Christian and his victim a Jew. The counsel for the defence, whilst admitting 


his client's guilt, pleaded that as every Jew was the murderer of the souls of 
Christians, it was no crime for a Christian to kill the body of a Jew. Such a 
preposterous argument should have brought upon the counsel an emphatic and 
deserved reproof from the Judge ; but it had a far different effect, for it secured 
the acquittal of the culprit. When things have come to sucha pass in Roumani 
that even those who are entrusted with the adininistration of justice hold 
‘killing no murder,” if the victim happens to be a Jew, it is no wonder that 
murders of, and outrages upon, Jews are on the increase in Roumania, and thit 


the utmost anxiety should be shown by our corcligionists to leave their cruel 
country. 


A remarkable work has just seen the light at Turin. It bears 
the title of “Pro Judaeis,” and is intended by its author, Signor 
Conado Guidetti (the nom de plume of an eminent Roman Catholic 
savant), to serve as a defence of the Jews, and as a refutation of the 


infamous anti-Semitic calumnies to which we have been so long, and unhappily |

End. Overcrowding of such magnitude must of necessity seriously affect th 
sanitary condition of Whitechapel. What that condition is at the present moment 
may be understood from the circumstance, to which attention was drawn @ fey 
days ago in the daily press, that while the death-rate of Kensington is only 123 
per thousand, that of Whitechapel reaches 24.3. Surely some of the surplus 
represents preventible mortality. 


But while overcrowding is a fertile source of disease and death, to gy 
nothing of the moral evils it engenders, we cannot accept a reference to it as 
reply to the strictures of the Board of Guardians on the shortcomings of the 
local authority. The Board enumerates certain points, totally distiuct from ove. 
crowding, which ought, in the interests of samtation, to reccive attention, byt 
which have been greatly neglected. With overcrowding the local authority i 
powerless to deal, but in the matter of insufficient water-supply and foul dug. 
bins it is by no means so helpless. Colonel Munro pays a kindly tribute to the 
cleanliness of English Jews. The Whitechapel Baths and Washhouses. he says 
are mainly supported by the Jews of the neighbourhood,

the 71,368 persons who in 18x! formed the population of Whitechapel, 450 
were forcign Jews. Since 1881, while the general population has diminished, 
the number of foreign Jews has increased, “and nearly the whole of these 
anmigrants were of the lowest order, and ignorant of the <1nplest rules of 
cleanliness.’ No wood purpose could possibly he served by in attempt to deny 
the truth of this statement. Recent perseeution has driven lvther hundreds of 
Jewish families from Russia, whose personal ‘habits are not those of English 
Jews. The fact is not altered when it is explained that the want of elcanlines 
of the Russo-Jewish refuge. is not Jewish, but Russian. The contrast between 
the appearance of the houses of native Jews and that of the houses of their 
foreign coreligionists strikes everyone who visits among the Jewish poor. Vist 
ors and those who have influence with our liumbler brethren cannot. perform 
a more admirable task than that of persuading them to adopt habits of cleanl- 
ness. The work of sanitation is- sadly hampored by inattention to’ this point. 
But no anonnt of uncleinliness on the part of the poor cin fairly be pleaded to 
justify a neglect of Uic sanitary condition of their dwellings on the purt of the 
responsible authorities. 


Our Liverpool brethren have shown on more than one occasion how much 
can be done for charitable objects by the adoption of clever devices.

from one’s people is often a sign of a weakness of mind which will have its 
natural results in one or other generation. 


“ Ezekiel, in a word,” writes Professor Kuenen at the close of a rather dis. 
appointing study of the Prophet, in the Modern Review, “is the first designer, 
so to speak, and in so far the father of Judaism. . . . A band of faithful 
disciples must have gradually gathered round him. Thus rose what we might 
call ‘the school of Ezekiel.’ . From this school there sprang, a century 
after Ezekiel’s death, the man who was to ‘put his ideas into practice, the priest 
and scribe Ezra.” Professor Kuenen has said this same thing so often that he 
has come to believe in its truth with-the absolute certainty which is so. distine- 
tive of his school. We do not propose to enter into the question as to its pro- 
bability or improbability ; but we wish merely to direct renewed attention to 
the Professor's logical method. He sets up a hypothesis to explain certain facts 
and finding that it more or less falls in with his construction of the data, calmly 
accepts his original assumption as the evidence for his way of looking at the 
very facts he is called upon to explain. This false “ argument in a circle ” is 
well illustrated hy the passage we have quoted above. Ezra, to suit. the Pro- 
fessor’s theory, has to be proved to be in direct sympathy with Ezekiel. Hence, 
Professor Kueneén asserts, Iezra sprang from Ezckiel’s school, which “ must have 
gradually gathered round hin.” We have seldom come across go delicious a 
fallacy.

THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS-——MONDAY. 


Baron Hrexry pe Worms asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs: Whether it is not the fact that notwithstanding Art. 44 of the 
Treaty of Berlin, which provides that equal civil and political rights should be 
enjoyed by all personsin Roumania irrespectively of creed, the Jews in that 
country who have been reduced to destitution by the edict against hawking jssued 
by the Roumanian Government are debarred froin the privilege accorded to all 
other Roumanians of obtaining passports for the purpose of earning their living 


elsewhere, and are only granted documents enabling them to leave the country | 


on the condition that they shall not re-enter it, such condition imposing upon 
them the alternative of banishment or starvation. Also whether her Majesty’s 
Government will, under these circumstances, as one of the signatory Powers of 
the Treaty of Berlin, protest against so flagrant a violation of its provisions, 

Lord BE. Firzmavurice : Her Majesty's Legation at Bucharest, notwith- 
standing diligent inquiries, have been unable to obtain any confirmation of the 
allegation as to passports inade in the hon, member's question. There may have 
been cases of individual hardship, due to the formalities unfortunately existing 
in Roumania which are insisted upon to prevent the sale of passports and the in- 
troduction by that means of destitute Jewish faiilies fromm neighbouring 
countries. It docs not appear that any complaints to the Roumanian Government 
have been made by the Jewish community on this subject. 

In further answer to Baron H. pE Worms, , 

Lord E. FirzMavrice said that the object of the Roumanian Government 
was to prevent the sale of these passports. He believed that in some cases the 
effect of these formalities was to cause the inconvenience described by the hon. 
member, The answer of the Roumanian Government was that ‘they were neces- 
cessury ag a matter of internal urrangement. eae 

Baron H. pk Worms said that he should take an early opportunity of bringing 
the matter before the House.

BinMINGHAM.—On the 20th the Rev. G. J. Emanuel, Minister of the Bir- 
mingham Hebrew Congregation, was appointed by the Council ot Queen's Col- 
_ lege, Birmingham, to the post of Hebrew Lecturer in the 'heological Department. 
In the Act of Parliament which granted the charter to this college (medical and 
theological), and which arranged the several professorial chairs, no mention is 
made of Hebrew, hence the post is termed lectureship, not professorship, as in 
other subjects. It would almost seem that it was not thought necessary that 
Christian clergymen should know the language of the Scriptures which they 
are called upon to expound. 
TANGIER.—The King of Belgium has definitely certificd the appointment. of 
. Abraham Sicsu as First Dragoman of the Belgian Consulate General at Tangier. 
M. Siceu has filled this post, apparently unofficially, for the last twenty years,— 
adame Azancot, an esteemed Jewish lady, and a judicious benetactress of the poor 
of all denominations, died some weeks ago in Tangier.

THE JEWS OF MOROCCO. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


TANGIERS, Noy. 12, 1884, 

It appears that the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association at its last meeting 
accepted the statement made in an Exchange Company's Telegram to the effect that 
through the urgent representations of the Italian Minister the Governor of Demnat 
had been dismissed, although in the Jenish Chronicle of the 24th ult, there was pub- 
lished a special telegram from me denying the accuracy of this statement, The 
Exchange Company has not dared to deny the strict truth of my telegram knowing, 
probably, that their correspondent has been misinformed. I say misinformed because 
my experience of Mr, Pitman, the Exchange Company’s correspondent, permits me 
to believe him quite above lending himself to any anti-Jewish intrigues, 

In my previous reports I stated my suspicions that the telegram sent from 
Gibraltar was the work of some secret enemy who had an interest to stop the action 
of influential Jews in Europe, The scheme has apparently succeeded notwithstand- 
ing my tinely warning and the indignant protestations of the local paper, the 
Révcil du Maroc, which discussed the question at greater length than I can afford. 


The most incomprehensible part of this business is that this system of persecu- 
tion and torture of the Jews of Morocco is looked on with indifference. I know for 
a fact that several of these unfortunates who have been driven from their home, 
and dread to return, think of presenting themselves, with their families, to the 
Jewish bodies of Europe. We are doing our best to dissuade them from that step, 
knowing how troublesome a burthen they will be to the English communities were 
they to land in a strange country of which they do not speak the language and with 
out a cent to bless themselves with. ) | 

The dangers represented in my telegram of the 23rd October are not at all over- 
drawn, Evenat Fez, Jews are exposed to many petty annoyances and threats which 
will some day be carried into effect unless they are checked by energetic action, 

This day’s number of the Réveil willshow how things stand with these persecu- 
ted people and what intrigues are employed in the Sultan’s Court to stifle their cry 
for justice. The opinions are that unless the Board of Deputies, the Alliance 
Israélite and the Anglo-Jewish Association take up the matter with spirit, they may, 
when too late, repent of having peen the cause of more serious misfortunes, 

A correspondent from Tafilat writes that the Governors of those districts have 
ordered their Moorish subjects to refuse payment of all debts owing to Jews ; to give 
up to the Governors the agricultural produce belonging to Jews (generally 
farmed by Moors), whether this produce be from their freehold or leasehold 
lands. : This is no doubt a feeler tried in another direction of the country, and 
Jewish murmurs will probably meet with outrages similar to those of Demnat. 

It is believed that the present energetic attitude of the French Legation in 
insisting upon reparation being made for insults offered to French Jewish subjects 
will insure respect for those who are fortunate enough to be under foreign protec- 
tion, Such a good opportunity ought not to be lost and if M. Ordega were authorised 
by his Government to use his powerful influence in favour of the Jewish communi- 
ties in general, many of the existing humiliations may see their last day. 

Owing to the salutary lesson given the Governor of Tangier last year for allow- 
ing Moorish children to throw stones at Jews at the time of the Moorish fair, through 
which the French Chargé d’Affairs was struck by a stone, the last festiye season 
passed off very quietly in this town. | 


1HE BECHUANALAND EXPEDITION.—Our coreligionist, Mr, Julius M. Price, 
left England on Wednesday last by the ‘*' Pembroke Castle,’’ as Special Artist to the 
Lillustrated London News with the expedition commanded by Sir Charles Warren.

THE LATE MR. L. M. ROTHSCHILD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—Allow me to supplement the biographical details of the late Mr. L, M. 
Rothschild which you have given, and to correct some particulars published in 
a French journal, 

Mr. L. M. Rothschild was born in the year 1810 at Hilleréd, Denmark, a small 
town about 18 English miles from Copenhagen. This town is built close up to that 
(in the Gothic style) very handsome castle, Frederiksborg, well known for its beau-

In Mr. Rothschild’s younger days there was a small Jewish congregation in 

Hilleréd, which met for worship every Friday evening and Saturday, as well as on 

the Holidays ; but this has not been the case for some twenty-five years or more, 


as, so far as I know at the present time, there is not more than one Jewish family | 


living there. 

As Denmark is geographically joined to Germany, it was from the latter 
country that many Jews migrated, from which reason the German language in 
earlier times was used by them concurrently with the Danish, that is te say, among 
themselves as a conversational language; but this has now ceased. Though Mr. 


Rothschild had been so many years away from his native country, he spoke and 


wrote Danish both well and fluently, which at the present time is the case with all 
Danish Jews. From this use of the German as a conversational language in earlier 
times by the Jews in Denmark, can be traced the name of Rothschild, which had 
been adopted by the deceased. His parents (and perhaps also his grand-parents) 


had been living for some time in Roeskilde,a town about 16 miles from Copenhagen, 


This town is one of the oldest in Denmark. It was built at the end of the sixth 
century by King Roar, and was the Capital of Denmark prior to Copenhagen, There 
i8 scarcely a traveller who visits Denmark who does not spend a day or two both at 
Frederiksborg and Roeskilde ; the former to see the handsome castle and the beauti- 
ful country surrounding it, and the latter for its ancient and interesting cathedral, 


in which many Danish kings are buried, Translated into English the name Roes- 


kilde would be Roarswell, kilde meaning a well. | 

{ well recollect in my childhood that Mr. Rothschild’s father--whose name was 
Meyer—was cailed by his coreligionists Meyer Rothschild, a germanising of the word 
Roeskilde, in consequence of there being so many of the name of Meyer, and through 
this for it to be understood that this was the Meyer who came from Roeskilde. 
Although the late Mr, Rothschild’s father did not use this name, Fis uncle, who died 
a few years ago at the age of 87 and whose death was noticed in your paper, did cal} 
himself by the additional name of Rothschild. | 

Not a few Jews in Denmark have their names after the towns to which their 


ancestors belonged, for example Gliickstadt, Hanover, Hildesheim, Rothenborg, 


Trier, Mannheimer, Xc, | 

It sounds strange that the French writer who compiled the biography of the late 
Mr. Rothschild has represented him as a Swede by birth, and also stated that the 
two towns Hillerod (Frederiksborg) and Roeskilde were situat-d in Sweden, as it is 
nearly the same as saying that Windsor and Oxford were in France, as in every 
school geography under the section Denmark we find this information : ‘“ Roeskilde. 
16 miles from Copenhagen, formerly the capital of Denmark, aud the Kings are still 
buried in the Cathedral there.”’ 

Like nearly every Dane, Mr. Rothschild (notwithstanding his long absence from 
Denmark) was a staunch patriot in regard to his native country, he took part in the

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SOME REMOVABLE CAUSES OF THE JUDENHETZE —III. me the alphabet of @ langttage in which they might spéak to Christians with some 
| chance of being better understood and appreciated thar they at present are.

The causes of the tendency to be less than just to Jews may be ranged under 
three heads : First, the exceeding wickedness and the astounding moral vulgarity of 
bad Jews, I mean Jews who are no Jews ; who are only Jews by race, and have been 
subject to noreligious discipline. Heine says that if Jews are good they are better than 
Christians ; and if bad they are worse than Christians. A Christian employer of 
low-class labour in London, on being a-ked why Jews ave disliked in trade, replied, 
“ It is because of the lax Jews.’ He tells methat he has found out by experience 
the necessity for looking sharply after Jews who bring home goods on Saturday. He 
considers that ‘ there is enough in the Law of Moses to make a very decent fellow ; 
but when a Jew once lets himself go, some sort of almost physical degradation comes 
over his whole being, and there is nothing he won't do; he will cheat you all he 


can ; and he will be so clever over it.’’ Weadds that dishonest Jews are ruining 


commerce by their clererness in making shoddy. If that sort of impression gains 
ground, it may very easily be made the excuse of a persecution even in England.-A 
young English woman to whom I was once administering a lecture on the subject 
of “ equal rights *’ and our “ fellow-creatures,” replied to the effect that real Jews 
are our fellow creatures, and, whether we like them or not, we ought to give them 
the rights of fellow-citizens ; “ but it is nonsense to talk of renegade Jews being my 
fellow-creatures, they are not the fellow-creatures of anything on earth, they 
ought to be exterminated.” And, without quite endorsing all her rentiments, I do 


think that the ordinary type of renegade Jew is a creature whom we may all desire 


t» see improved out of existence (hy the method of social dis:ouragement at least), 
in the interests of our common humanity. 


Sccondly, Though a few individuals may seem to attain to something very like 
moral perfection, yet on the whole it is true that each class of persons “has 
the defects pertaining to.its good qualities.’’ Average Jews, without being perhaps 
on the whole much better or much worse than ourselves, are different, The difference 
would in itself be a gain to both parties, if it were understool; but Jews have a 
way of making their bad qualities more apparent to outsiders than their good ones 
All who know anything of Jewish family life know that Jews show their be-t and 
inost refined side to their own families, and turn their worst side out. This is ad- 
mirable in itelf, and produces many happy results, including the warm admiration 
of those who are admitted to the intimacy of Jewish homes ; but everything has to 
be paid for in this world, and those sho are not thus favoured think Jews much 
worse and less refined than they really are, | 


But, thirdly, injustice to Jews is still, as of old, a real relizious martyrdom. 
Much confusion exists on this head, Active persecution has gone cut of fashion: 
and people imagine, therefore, that we are livingin a régime of religious tolerance. 
In my opinion there could not be a greater mistake. We have left off persceuting 
Jews avowedly for the cause of religion ; but most religious Christians in all<oun- 
tries systematically distort all facts concerning Jews, and especially facts eon- 
cerning the Hebrew religion, in their speech and in their thoughts. For, tho gh it 
is contrary to the spirit of Judaism and the practice of Jews to make converts from 
other religions, it is no less certuin that our re‘igions, ws they at prescut cvist, with 
bieir sensationalism, their quarrels, and their absurd societies for the prop:gation of 
the art of meddiing with other people's affairs; could not survive, if once Christians 
dared to let themselves know what-t:ue Judaism is, and the nature of its connection 
with physical and mental hygiene, and with the highest moderh scienceand philosophy. 
This fact is always hovering in the backzround of all conversation atnone religious 
Christians where Judaism is mentioned ; and the terror of it distorts our porcep- 
tions of everything. Among my own people I speak f eely on this head; and have. 
I may say, got myrelf thereby into several varieties of more or less scalding “ hot 
water.” I should like extremely, if I might be allowed, to say a few words to the 
readers of the (/ronicle on the connection between the Jewish attitude towards Re- 
ligion, and the Philosophy taught by some of the deepest thinkers of our time. But 
there is ove serious difficulty in the way. A Latin provery warns us to fear the foe 
even wheu he shows friendliness; and it wa: probably on that principle that an 

ficial of a synagogue lately made some demur about admitting me to the Sabbath 
service, evidently under the impression that the bind'ng of my liebrew praye:-book 
was a cover for “ tracts.” With shame I confess that Jews have abundant reason 
to distrust any Christian who wants to talk to them of religion, in however con- 
ciliatory a manner he may begin. But I can assure my readers that I have no desire 
to convert any Jews fromtheir religion ; on the contrary, we have to learn from 
Jews the very nature of Religion itself, in my humble opinion the world has had 
more than enough of Gentiles trying to teach religion to Jews ; enough at least to 
enable us to feel quite sure that the practice is morally bad for allthe parties 


concerned, My desire is rather to see the opposite experiment tried ; it might 


answer beter, and hardly could answer worse, The first thing we 
should learn from Jews would be not to act hastily in matters which we have 
not studied, Well-meaning people, who eonduct their own education on the plan 
of carefully keeping themselves ignorant of facts,may imagine that it is possible to 


“ save souls ”’ by violently dislocating hereditary forms of discipline; but those 


who study lifé as it is know only too well what comes of that sort of * salvation,” 

Professor Marks tells me, that in his opinion, a Gentile pupil of a Jewish reli- 
gious teacher should conform, iu all things lawful, to the ritual of the church of hig 
own nation ; not from indifferentism, but because such loyalty belongs to the very 
essence of Hebrew Religious Philosophy. We Christians have much to leara by 
contact with this sort of enlightened piety. 

Under ordinary circumstances, one would hardly venture to expect from Jews 
so much confidence as that they would allow onze to speak to them ot religion at al; 
but the present circumstances are not ordinary. There is raging a conflict between 
the ignorant prejudice of Christians, and, on the Hebrew side, a d voted instinct of 
Spiritual purity, which, for the most part, is as yet as mere instinct, which knows 
not its own meaning or scope, nor the nature of the foe ayainst which it is fighting. 
And whenever such @ conflict is going on, anyone who has a clear convi- tion based 
on evidence, may jist a3 wellat least express ib; there is always a chante that 
fuch @xpressiob may become a rallying point for the faich of others, a centre around 
Which may crystallise the knowledge that is held in solution in the public mind, If] 
ask to be allowed to.speak to Jews, it is not im order to tell them anything about 


their religion d# outs ; but in hopes that 0 few of them will consent to learn from 


There is an old saying which, whoever thay have ubterdil it first, contains a 
great deal of practical wisdom, to the éffect that when one has lighted a candle, it 
is expedient not to hide it “ undera bushel or a bed ; * becatise, of course, if one does 
so, not only one prevents it being of as much use a8 i6 might be; but also there 
is considerable risk of its setting something on fire. The world has kiown no such 
light as Judaism has to throw both on mental hygiene and on religious philosophy, 
Everyone knows this who has taken the trouble to ascertain the truth; but the 


truth on this head is not easy to arrive at; Jews keep their light hidden away. 


among themselves too closely for safety, and they have thereby set their house on 
fire at more than one point, and on more than 6ne occasion. Judaism must come 
forth and declare itself, or we must extinguish ib ; and perhaps the Judenhetze 
may do good in one way, it may force both Jadaism and the Gentile world to bestir 
themselves and organise a thorough investigation of their relations to each other. 
Nothing but good could result from such inquiry. Jews could butgaia from it in 
every way ; and as for ourselves, though we might find ourselves stripped of some 
false prestige and self-confidence, the loss would prove in the end our gain,

An examination of teachers was held recently at Hilcherbach. The President 
of the Provincial School Commission, Dr. Siegart, who presided at the examination, 
put the extraordinary question, ‘ Why ought not teachers read the works of Berthold 
Auerbach The candidate to whom this question was given, having replied, 
“ because he did not wri’e in a Christian spirit,” Dr. Siegert corrected him py saying, 
“no: because he was a Jew, and works written by Jews should not be read.”’ 
Coming from a person holding a responsible official position, this exclamation was, 


to say the least, remarkably injudicious. 


The Bayrisehe Vaterlind,one of the leading organs of the anti-Semitic party 
has been deprived of the services of its editor, who at the present moment is an 
inmate of one of the state prisons. He has already on previous occasions spent 
twenty six months’ in imptisonment. 

Court Marshal Baron Réder von Diersberg affords an example of religious toler- 
ance and cone rlon his estates which other men of rank would do well to follow. 
Lately the Baron celebrated his **Golden Wedding,” and he took care that the same 
provision should be made for the Jewish poor at Diersberg, as for the Protestant and 
Roman Catholic poor. Both he and the Baroness attended the special service in the 
synagogue in their honour, and in the evening the Baron was present ata banquet 
given in the Jewish restaurant to the Jewish townspeople. |

JEWS AND MATHEMATICS. 


Is our last week's issue we mentioned the interesting fact that Professor 
SyivesTER has been nominated to a seat on the Council of the Roval 
Society ; his election will follow as a matter of course. Professor 
is by no means the first Jewish Bexsamix Gompertz, not to men- 
tion Sir Moses Monteriore, and others, were members of the scientific 
Parliament even in the days of Jewish disabilities. But Prof, Syivester 
is the first Jew to be elected to the Cabinet of the Roval Society. and the 
fact deserves prominent notice-in the annals of English Judaism. It is 
singularly appropriate that the Jewish representative of science should have 
been elected on accouyt of his proficiency in pure mathematics. It is the 
branch of science for which Jews have hitherto shown most capacity, and it 
remains a problem of considerable interest to understand both their relative 
inferiority in physieal and biological science, and their proficiency in pure 
mathematics, 

The reason for the absence of any great Jewish names from the list of 
mechanicians, chemists, electricians, and the like, as well as from the roll of 
the biologists, is not far to seek for those who are acquainted with the con- 
ditions of Jewish life in the Middle Ages, /.., up to the beginning of the 
present century, for the Dark Age of the Jews begins exactly at the date, 
1492 a.p., when that of Earope ends. No Jew could ply a manual trade 
owing to the restrictions of the Guilds ; no Jew could live in the country 
owing to the conditions of hoiding land. Now, it is recognised in the 
history of science that the great inventors arise in the families of handi. 
craftsmen, and that field sports are, in a large majority of cases, the origin 


of interest in biology. From the nature of the case Jews could neither be 


inventors and biologists till handicrafts and the country were made free to 
them. Nor can we expect, till a few generations have passed, to find such 
men among Jews, though names like those of Metpota, Meyer, Coun, 


and M. Iaxrog may be referred to as proving that there is no inherent ~ 


incapacity for physical and biological science in the Jewish nature, 

With mathematics the case is somewhat different. What is here 
wanted is a clear head, an interest in figures, and power of following compli- 
cated trains of reasoning ; and none of these have been wanting in the 
Jewish character throughout all times. Even in Bible times we can see a 


decided interest in figures displayed by the writers of the historical books,. 


who delight.in giving statistical lists of the numbers of the tribes, &c., and 
it was in connection with these that the author of CoLenso’s “ Arithmetic” 
first occupied his critical powers. The Talmudic passages on mathematics 
have been recently collected by Dr. ZvuckERMANDEL, and show that the 
Rabbins were at least not below the contemporary classical authorities in 
their grasp of figures, hampered as this was in all cases by the cumbrous 
nature of their numerical symbols. In the development of the Cab- 
bala we find an almost mystical significance given to numbers, and the 
application of “ Gematria” to the Bible often involved very complicated 
proolsms in permutations and combinations, which, indeed, first make their 
& pearance in the pages of the Cabbalists. 
In the early Middle Ages Jews were on the same level as their neigh- 
urs in mathematics, as in all science. ABRAHAM BEN CuiJa wrote a 
compendium of mathematical knowledge, which was translated into Latin. 


The omniscient Annanam Inn Ezra counted mathematics among his many | 


cians or Assyrians, 


accomplishwents, and is said to have saved his life on one oceasion by his 
arithmetical knowledge. The pre-eminence of Jewish astronomers at the 
court of ALrHonso, who were the authors of the Alphonsine Tables which 


were the foundation of all modern astronomy, prove great mathematical ability 
on the part of the Spanish Jews. 


It will thus be scen that it is an utterly inadequate explanation for 
the mathematical ability of Jews to say that their trading in money causeil 
them to be expert in calculation. As we lave shewn, the taste for figures can be 
traced back far befor: the time when Jews were obliged to resort to money- 
making as their sole livelihood. Indeed, a good case could be made out for 
claiming mathematical ability as a general accomplishment of Semites, All 
the Greek terms for measures are Semitic, being taken either from Pheeni- 
We still call our numerical symbols ‘“ Arabie figures ” 
(though it isfair to add that the Arabs themselves call thein “ Indian 
figures”); “ zero” and “cypher” ate etymologically the saitie word, anil 
that an Arabic word. And in a recently issued History of Greek Mathe- 
matics, the turn of Greek mathematicians to arithmetic frcm geometry after 
the era of Ancniuepes is attributed to the influence of Semites at Alex- 
andria, possibly including some Jews among them, It thus appears that a 


love of mathematics is a quality which Jews share with all their Semitic. 
kinsmen. 


But within the field of mathematics itself there is a clear evidence of a 


particular partiality of Jews for what are technically termed “ pure” mathe= 


matics, ie., apart from their application to physical and scientifical problems, 
Jews have no names to show like those of Hetmuorrz, Maxwe.t, Sir 
Witrram Tuomson, who have investigated the mathematical qualities of the 
various “ modes of motion” with such signal stiecess, The late Professor 
Reiss, the first Jewish member of the Prussian Academy of Science, contri- 


buted somewhat to the mathematical theory of electricity, but his name sinks 


into complete insignificance by the side of those above-mentioned, But 
on the other hand, Europe can produce only two or three names which cait 
vie with those of Jacorr and Syivester, the Jewish mathematicians par 
excellence. The former lias even given lis name to a particular class of 
determinants named “ Jacobians ;” the latter has no living peer in modern 
aleebra, except his friend, Professor Cayiry, last year’s President of the 
British Association. It may be added, too, that one of the earliest investi- 
gators into the nature of negative quantities—the fundamental .problem of 
the modern higher algebra—was Bevssaain Gourenrz, the first actuary of the 
Alliance Assurance Company. It is a point worthy of interest that these 
typically Jewish mathematicians have been specially. distinguished in branches 
of mathematics which are ideally free from any direct bearing on practical 
life, and bring even less fame than mere practical branches. 


Even within. the charmed circle of pure mathematics, one might discern 


a predilection of Jews for algebra rather than for geometry. It was not 


The Greeks 
were always thinking of outward form, and naturally showed proficiency in 
the science of form. 


Without reason that geometry was the typical Greek seience. 


in the arts of torm would tend to restrict excellence in the science of form. 
And on the other hand, the mercantile proclivities of Jews, though not 
sufficient to account for their general proficiency in mathematies, would aid 
in intensifying their love of, and interest in, the arithmetical and algebraic 
side of the science, 

‘he only branch of practical mathematics m which Jews have shown 
capacity at all equalling that displayed by them in pure mathematics is the 
science of astronomy. The Jewish calendar, with its complicated rules for 
reconciling lunar and solar periods and at the same time for fixing certain 
festivals on particular days of the week is in itself a model of astronomical 
calculation which is superior to the Junray, and but a little inferior to the 
Greaortan, calendar, And in addition to the Spanish Jewish astrono- 
mers of the middle ages, the present century has seen many important 
astronomers of our raee. As is well known, the elder Herscuen was of pure 
He added a planet to the seven known to the ancients, and 
was followed by his son and daughter with inferior discoveries, though they 
were possessed of superior instruments of research, Later on, H.Gotpscumipt 
added no less than fourteen asteroids to the star-catalogues, and the Paris 
Observatory counts as one of its most distinguished members M. Maurice 
Loewy. Here, again, something of a Semitic trait may be discerned. The 
Chaldwans were the first astronomers, and our stellar maps still show by 
names like ALDERARAN the important contributions made by the Arabs to 
the mapping out of the heavens. But all is not explained by mere reference 
to race, and we may see a religious influence on the Jewish study of the 
heavens in the frequent reference in the Psalms to the fact that “the heavens 
declare the glory of the Lorn.” 

Our short resumé of the chief facts connecting Jews and mathematics 
may perhaps serve to throw some light on the causes which explain the 
Jewish proficiency in this branch of’ science. The original Semitic interest

The same causes which prevented Jews from excelling 
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- particular attention to the proc -edings of the Committee appointed in february last to inv 
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in numbers has been clearly fostered by the religious reverence for the 
heavens, by the practical needs of the Jewish calendar, and, above all, by the 
training in complicated reasoning given by the Talmudic disputations, 
Gematria (itself derived from the Greek “geometria”), has also exercised 
this love of numbers, and the needs of business have aided in developing 
the capacity. Jews are said to be especially powerful in the rapid calculation 
of arbitrage, and medieval commerce would give plenty of opportunity for 
exercise of the gift in the diversity of coinage which then existed. Alto- 
gether it is by no means wonderful if we find Jewish boys particularly pre- 
cocious in the power of dealing with numbers, and in schemes of Jewish 
education it may fairly be assumed that little difficulty will be found in the 
subjects which, the rhyme says, are a trouble and yexation to the ordinary 
schoolboys.

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OUR NEW YORK LETTER. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9, 1884. 

The result of our Presidential election has long since been announced to English 
readers, The feature of the contest in this city will probably be new to the Chronicle 
public. I refer to the fact that several Jewish names were prominently brought 
forward, Mr. Lewis J. Phillips received the nomination for Mayor from the Repub- 
licans, but declined the honour, Mr. Lewis May was spoken of for Comptroller by the 
Democrats, but his name was withdrawn ; Mr. May is President of Temple Emanuel. 
Mr, Adolph L, Sanger, a lawyer, has been elected President of the Board of Alder- 
men, the second highest civic office in this city, A Jewish Mayor is no novelty in 
the United States, especially in smaller towns, In the immediate vicinity of New 
York, Paterson and Jersey City have had Jewish Mayors. But New York has 
not hitherto bestowed such an office on an Israelite ; althongh Hebrews have from 
time to time received municipal honours. I need notadd that a New York Alderman 
has scarcely the reputation of a London Alderman ; but our citizens are striving to 
improve the genera! character of our governing body. So Mr, Sanger’s success is a 
subject of much gratification. 

Last Sunday afternoon two thousand people gathered to witne:s the services in 
m2mory of the late Dr. Huebsch at Temple Ahawath Chesed. It seems to le the 
castom to have such memorial services here—it is a German importation, and serves 
its purpose, although the tendency tu fulsome eulogy in some cases robs such an 
occasion of much of its value to the livin g. Among the speakers at the Huebsch 
memorial were the Kev, Drs, Jastrow, of Philadelphia, Kohler, De Sola Mendes aud 
A,S, Isaacs. Dr, Huebsch makes the seventh of our more prominent mixuisters who 
have passed away of late years—the others being George Jacobs, J. J. Lyons S.M. 
Isaacs, David Einhorn, Henry Vidaver and Max Litienthal, Dr. Hueb Be: was a 
comparatively young man, and his death is a peculiar loss just now, Men like 
Huevsch and Jastrow have given a decided check to radicalism ; their congregations 
are large and flourishing, without their overriding every established casio in 
Israel, They occupy the golden mean. But each published a prayer book of his

They would 
be more satisfied, perhaps, and less inclined to * poke fun ’—if [ may be allowed the 
expression—at our eccentricities, I found the other evening 300 men, women, girls 
and boys at work, learning to read and spell, The classes are held every night, and 
on Saturday evenings there is a literary and musical entertainment. The recent 
arrivals are preferred, and go through an unconscious process of civiiization under 
their new surroundings, This work is costly, the expense for the season willamount 
to $3,000 ; but friends of the Young Meu’s Hebrew Association have been generous 
with special donations, This Association is composed mainly of young men, having 
1,500 active and associate. members. It was organized eleven years azo, It is 
shortly to establish, i learn, Sunday evening lectures to the Jewish working people 
in our down-town synagogues, the ministers aiding in this beneficial work, : 
Professor Felix Adler devoted an entire lecture to Montefiore, in an eloquent 
biographical sketch, Some may regard it as peculiar that he shon!d have eulogised 
& man whose faith, according to the Shulchan Aruch of ethical culture, is a 
superstition, and whose life is an everlasting protest against the aguostic and scoif- 
ing Jew. But others are glad to revognise in Professor Adler’s address his deter- 
mination to ally himself more closely to Judaism. He has displayed a warm 
interest from the start in the Russian emigrants, established English classes for 
them, which were transferred to our Hebrew Free Schools, and has been a renerous 
contributor to the Montefiore Agricultural Aid Society. When he first organised 
his Ethical Culture Society, he was assailed in the pulpit and press, and was per- 
force obliged to withdraw from active association with the synagogues, 
while his own criticism of Jewish beliefs and customs was sharp and 
fierce, There is a better temper now. Professor

usefulness and economy throughout our country ; it has not sueceeded, however, in 
putting a stop to new societies, for with the growth of our community its wants 
appear to increase, and new institutions arive. During the past year the receipts of 
the Charities amounted to $58,542, of which $32,000 was the result of dona- 
tions and the winter collections, and. $16,500 from contributing societies, Its 
Principal expenses were, $31,835 paid to resident poor and _ transients, 
$4,468 for transportation, $9,546°86 supplies, $1,320 medical rehef, $2,588. 
free burial, office expenses and salaries, $4,403, industrial school, $2,748, Hebrew 
Technical Institute, $2,000, Maternity Relief, $1,233. The work of this society is 
not simply charitable, it educates as well. In its Industrial School 250 girls are 
taught sewing, machine work, basket. making ; while by its aid to the Technical

Ourage does not teach sacrifice for religion's 
sake, The Jew is like everybody else, and in an era of ceaseless competition, he can- 
notbe expectcd to be better than his neighbour, and to relinquish his profits and 
imperil his prospects by doing business five days only. Honour to those who keep 
the Sabbath holy under our present conditions, Their number does not increase,

those reforniers and thoir doetriiies. | | 

The océasion on which Noiroje Wremja; like othors who shire its views, thought 
itself justified in falling foul of Talmudic Judaism upon the “ Jewith (lueetion;” 
and at the same time to st forth its views lovingly, assuring that it was only 
from misunderstanding or malevolence that it was accused of hatred towards the 
Jewish race and national animosity against Jews, and to compliment the reform 
movement in a great leading article—this occasion is in itself interesting and casts 
a peculiar light upon our reform heroes, I will, therefore, furnish a brief account. 

It is characteristic of our “ Reformers” in Russia, that they all, with very few 
exceptions, are absolutely ignorant of the literature of Jewish theology, and know 
the Talmud only by hearsay, or from the pamphlets of anti-Semitic seribblers 
This is evident, net only from theirattack upon the Talmud, but is candidly admitted 
by the mofe honest amongst them, such as Dr, Peftugalew unquestionably is. The 
latter declares quite honestly that the Taimud is absolutely unknown to him, yet, 
nevertheless, decms himself justified in stigmatizing in the outrageously anti-Semi- 
tic Aedvlja the tendency of the Talmud as out of date and criminal. How could a 
man to whom the Talmud is absolurely unkcown arrive at such a criminal con- 
demnation of the Talmudical tendency if he did not place implicit faith in anti- 
Semitic pamphleta, 

But Dr. Portugalew is not the worst of our Reformers. However ill the part 
of a Reformer may become him, who has long siuce practically broken off his con- 
nection with Judaism, and has not the faintest idea of theology, he acquits himself 
far better of his task than the actual so-called founders of Reform in Russia, the 
elementary teachers Priluker in Odessa and Gorodin in Elisabethgrad, the huckster 
Josef Rabinowitz in Kischinew, a scribbler in the Wosehod named Dubnow, and 
Benzion, a missionary, who are simply bold, ignorant charlatans, One really does 
not know what to be more astounded at, their fabulous ignorance (Dubnow, for 
ins‘ance, affirms that the dietary laws are not of Biblical, but only of Talmudical 


origin), or at their insolence in setting themselves up as trustworthy authorities 


and teachers in Israel. The pamphl+ts and tracts which they send forth are equally 
ridiculous and atrocious, My pen refuses to re produce their doctrines here; and I refer 
those who desire to form an idea of them tu the excellent articles in the J/ame- 
litz, in the first numbers of this year's issue, in which Herr Zederbaum submits 
those doctrines to a criticiem as severe as it is just. Those gentlemen (or rather the 
two first named) managed to gather small circlea of adherents round them, which 
means of puffs, were swelled out into “ sects” and parties, 
wherein they were sustained by the anti-Semitic press, but unhappil 
Jewish (?) Woschod. : 
Our coreligionists at first were greatly distumbed by these charlatans and their 
doings, but were convinced on a nearer acquaintance therewith, that the best that 
could be done would be to ignore them altogether. This was done ; so much so. in- 
deed, that Priluker is still occupied at a Jewish educational establishment, whilst 
Gorodin had a synagogue granted him to preach in. Some time ago, however 
four adherents of the latter were arrested Ly the police on account of political in-
